SHUDDERING  AT 
THOSE  SOLUTIONS 

I  feel  the  letter  on  con¬ 
doms  and  unplanned  preg¬ 
nancies  by  A.  Deena  Andrews 
(12/9/81)  should  not  pass 
without  comment. 

As  a  sex  educator  I  fully 
support  her  concerns  regard¬ 
ing  the  health  hazards  of  to¬ 
day’s  popular  female  con¬ 
traceptives.  I  join  with  her 
in  my  enthusiasm  for  the 
film  Condom  Sense.  But, 
while  I  share  her  concerns 
for  the  alarming  rate  of  un¬ 
planned  pregnancies  among 
teenagers  I  shudder  at  her 
solutions. 

After  noting  that  87%  of 
unmarried  mothers  keep  their 
babies  she  doubts  whether 
“really  young  mothers  should 
be  allowed  to  keep  their 
babies  when  so  many  mar¬ 
ried  couples  can’t  find  babies 
to  adopt."  I  fail  to  see  how 
snatching  the  babies  from 
their  natural  "unmarried" 
mothers  and  giving  them  to 
“married  couples”  will  low¬ 
er  the  rate  of  teenage  preg¬ 
nancies.  Even  if  such  a  fas¬ 
cists  idea  got  to  the  planning 
stage  for  a  law,  is  Andrews 
ready  to  advise  our  legislat¬ 


ors  on  the  following  questions? 
What  is  “really  young?”  If 
she  is  married  is  she  exempt 
from  the  “really  young”  pro¬ 
vision?  Should  we  have  the 
“offending"  pregnant  teen¬ 
ager  held  in  custody  during 
the  pregnancy  and  delivery? 
Who'gets  the  baby?  What  if 
an  adopting  couple  is  not 
married?  What  if  a  single 
person  wants  a  baby? 

Then  she  takes  aim  at 
teenage  boys.  She  says,  “If 
these  boys  had  to  help  sup¬ 
port  their  babies,  or  pay  for 
the  abortions  or  adoptions 
that  result  from  their  pre¬ 
marital  activity,  then  con¬ 
doms  will  suddenly  gain 
wide  popularity.” 

Andrews  may  not  know  it 
but  almost  all  states  have 
laws  similar  to  the  ones  she 
proposes —  and  we  still  have 
over  one  million  unplanned 
pregnancies  in  the  under- 
20  population.  Of  course 
teen  boys  need  to  accept 
greater  responsibility  for 
contraception  and  for  the 
consequences  of  unprotect¬ 
ed  intercourse.  But  how  is 
our  society  teaching  them 
that  responsibility?  Through 
guilt-pushing,  through  in¬ 
dictments  which  perpetuate 
the  posture  that  boys  get 
girls  "in  trouble.”  This  is 
broadcast  to  boys  via  enraged 
parents,  police,  judges,  and 
I  might  add,  righteous  sex 
educators. 

In  my  view,  if  we  want 
to  lower  the  rate  of  teenage 
pregnancies  we  have  to  start 
looking  at  boys  as  one  of  the 
many  components  of  a  com¬ 
plex  problem,  not  as  per¬ 
petrators  of  foul  deeds.  There 
are  virtually  no  support  ser¬ 
vices,  counseling  centers, 
male  advisors  or  education 
programs  tailored  for  boys 
involved  in  a  pregnancy  sit¬ 
uation,  or  for  those  not  in¬ 
volved.  Until  we  accept  boys 
as  first-party  participants  in 
the  solution  of  the  problem

(Is  nothing 
sacred?) 

Q:  What’s  the  cost  of  sending  a 
1  Vi -ounce  airmail  letter  to  Japan? 


A:  It  all  depends  on  which  post 
office  you  go  to. 

At  least,  that’s  the  curious  re¬ 
sult  of  a  recent  Guardian  con¬ 
sumer  survey  of  post  office  accura¬ 
cy  during  the  pre-holiday  season 
when  many  folks  are  sending  cards 
and  gifts  through  the  mails.  We 
were’  curious  to  find  out  whether 
we’d  be  quoted  the  same  amount 
of  required  postage  at  different 
Bay  Area  post  offices. 

To  run  the  check,  we  put  an 
eight-page  letter  into  a  standard 
legal-size  white  envelope  and  ad¬ 
dressed  it  to  Tokyo.  After  deter¬ 
mining  that,  at  \'/i  ounces,  it 
should  cost  $1.20  to  mail,  we  took 
it  to  1 1  post  offices  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  and  five  in  the  East  Bay- 
some  25%  of  the  post  offices  in 
the  city,  Berkeley  and  Oakland, 
The  specific  post  offices  were  cho¬ 
sen  arbitrarily. 

The  results  were  less  than  reas¬ 
suring.  Here’s  the  list  of  post  offices 
visited  and  the  rates  they  quoted 

us:

As  you  can  see,  at  10  of  the 
post  offices,  we  were  told  it  would 
cost  $1.20  to  mail  our  letter.  The 
other  six  told  us  it  would  cost 
$1.60.  Why  the  discrepancy?  Char¬ 
les  Boone,  a  representative  of  the 
Postal  Service  in  Oakland,  told  the 
Guardian  that  "either  not  all  the 
postal  clerks  had  the  latest  air  mail 
increase  information  [issued  a  year 
ago]  or  the  scales  had  not  been 
properly  balanced.”  Horace  Hin- 
shaw,  of  the  Postal  Service’s  Pub¬ 
lic  Information  Office  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  claimed  that  the  scales  are 
checked  every  morning:  He  said 
the  discrepancy  might  bave  arisen 
out  of  “human  oversight.”  Both 
assured  us  that  the  vast  majority 
of  mailings  are  charged  standard 
rates. 

Nonetheless,  it’s  a  bit  discom¬ 
forting  to  discover  that  even  the 
scales  at  the  post  office  may  be 
ripping  us  off.  Is  nothing  sacred? 

The  bottom  line?  As  always, 
but  with  a  slight  twist:  caveat 
sender.

t  was  the  Captain  Beane  Sunset  Cruise  that 
forced  me  to  get  married.

My  mother,  who  moved  over  to  Hawaii  at  75,  tripped 
on  her  moo-moo  but  a  paunchy  man  in  an  imitation 
Aloha  shirt  that  displayed  some  two  dozen  naked  wa- 
hinis  riding  spinner  dolphins  out  of  the  surf  caught  her 
wrist,  and  she  didn’t  even  spill  her  drink. 

“Thank  you,  sir,”  said  my  mother. 

“No  problem,  ma’am,”  said  the  tourist,  and  he 
tipped  his  hat.  “JOHN  DEERE  TRACTOR  CORP"  it 
read  across  the  duck-billed  cap.  I  looked  around  the 
oversized  Captain  Beane  outrigger,  which  was  poorly 
modeled  on  an  ancient  Polynesian  war  ship.  It 
doubled  as  a  glass-bottom  boat  during  the  daytime. 
Everybody  was  wearing  tawdry  tourist  shirts  and 
white  patent  shoes,  and  all  the  men  and  most  of  the 
women  had  on  “JOHN  DEERE  TRACTOR  CORP" 
caps.  The  three  of  us,  evidently,  were  the  only 
passengers  not  heavy  into  farm  implements. 

The  ship  ran  up  its  orange  sail,  and  the  crew, 
comprised  of  dancing  freshmen  and  women  from  the 
University  of  Hawaii,  began  to  disco  tap  dance  over 
the  painted  plywood  laid  down  to  protect  the  glass- 
bottom  portholes  welded  to  the  deck.  Everybody  got 
up  and  wriggled  with  the  student  wahinis.  My  mother, 
Kathy,  salesmen  of  combines  and  rotor- tillers.  Every¬ 
body  but  me.  I  slugged  down  the  truly  bad  Old  Mr. 
Boston  rum  mai-tai’s,  which  were  free  to  all  aboard, 
and  watched  these  aged,  ugly,  jiggling  couples  have 
the  time  of  their  lives. 

In  hindsight,  I  should  have  warned  myself,  as  I  warn 
you  now,  that  the  Captain  Beane  Hawaiian  Sunset 
**  Cruise  is  as  deceptive  as  our  country  itself:  the  crass¬ 


ness  of  both  only  increases  their  effectiveness. 

It  may  have  been  my  sense  of  America  or  it  may 
have  been  the  mai-tai’s  that  caused  me  to  over-react. 

But  after  the  sixth  synthetic  rum  I  went  ahead  and 
asked  Kathy  to  marry  me  even  though  I  had  already 
lived  with  her  for  eight  years. 

Why  bother,  you  say,  to  marry  someone  whose  bed 
and  alarm  clock  you’ve  shared  for  that  long?  Why  at 
least  not  go  the  decade.  It  takes  ten  years  to  really 
know  someone.  After  only  eight  they  might  slit  your 
throat  one  night  because  you  left  the  cap  off  the  tooth¬ 
paste.  After  eight  there  might  still  be  a  slough  of  un¬ 
known  rat’s  nests  deep  in  the  filthy  recesses  of  their 
personality.  You  can’t  be  too  careful  whom  you 
marry,  you  say. 

And  I  agree. 

Marriage  is  an  atavistic. ritual  these  days.  It  raises 
your  taxes.  It  subjects  you  to  the  fearful  scene  of  eating 
popcorn  at  home  in  front  of  color  reruns  while  you 
wife  knits  and  you  laminate  your  beercan  collection. 
It  loses  you  the  respect  of  you  unmarried  friends: 
single  males,  feminists,  couples  sweating  in  salacious 
sin  on  Sunday  long  after  Mass  and  services  have  let  out 
along  Dolores  Avenue.  It  does  nothing  for  the  future 
children,  either.  In  Bernal  Heights,  where  I  live,  “bas¬ 
tard”  is  a  Victorian  obscenity  unkown  to  the  kids  on 
the  street.  Who  cares?  What  matters  is  which  parent 
is  black  or  brown  or  white. 

So  why  did  I  do  it? 

I  looked  at  my  mother  who  was  hulaing  with 
Captain  Beane  by  this  point.  I  looked  at  the  farm 
machinery  couples,  ridiculous  chubchubs  all,  French 
kissing  under  their  tour-plan  moon.  I  thought  how  far 
Hawaii  was  from  everything.  I  remembered  my  dead 
father  in  Montana.  I  wondered  how  long  my  mother 
would  live.  I  realized  that  Kathy’s  New  York  family, 
all  of  whom  regard  the  Hudson  River  as  an  inter¬ 
national  boundary  to  be  crossed  at  peril,  and  certainly 
not  without  yellow  fever  vaccinations  and  a  briefcase 
full  of  New  Yorker  magazines,  that  these  cultural 
zombies  would  never  visit  us  en  mass  in  San  Fran¬ 


cisco.  I  realized  in  turn  that  my  family,  West  Coast 
chauvinists  who  believe  that  any  Eastern  American 
who  has  the  spare  change  to  purchase  a  Greyhound 
fast-pass,  yet  stays  behind  in  Manhattan,  Philadelphia 
or  Boston,  is  ipso  facto  insane,  I  knew  that  this 
tanned,  open-shirted  crew  would  never  wander  east¬ 
ward  for  anything  less  than  my  marriage. 

So  I  stood  up  and  stepped  across  the  dance  floor 
table  and  said  to  my  companion  of  eight  years,  “Let’s 
get  married.” 

“You’re  kidding,”  she  said. 

“No,  really.” 

"Absolutely,”  she  said. 

That’s  the  way  we  get  married  now.  Don’t  let  any¬ 
body  tell  you  differently.  My  generation  is  just  as 
smart  as  my  mother’s  and  Captain  Beane’s. 

We  do  some  things  different,  naturally.  I’m  ordain¬ 
ing  an  old  friend  of  mine  who  always  wears  sunglasses 
even  at  night  to  hi  the  minister.  And  we’re  going  to 
write  the  ceremony  ourselves.  I  think  the  first  line  will 
be:  “Ours  is  a  strange  species.”  Kathy  is  not  changing 
her  name.  You  can’t  ask  a  medical  doctor  to  do  that 
and  besides,  I’d  think  I  was  writing  my  mother  if  I 
sent  her  love  letters. 

Do  you  think  we’ll  go  through  with  it? 

My  mother  isn’t  so  sure.  She  called  up  my  oldest 
brother  and  asked  him  if  he  thought  I'd  join  the  Navy 
or  something  before  the  ceremony. 

My  brother  was  stern  with  her. 

“Why  didn't  you  pay  that  silly  Captain  Beane  a 
$100  to  take  you  past  the  three  mile  limit  and  marry 
them?  I  would  have  sent  you  a  check.  ” 

My  mother  enjoys  the  last  word. 

“There  was  a  typhoon,  Alex.  We  never  got  out  of 
the  harbor.  We  just  went  round  and  round  with  all 
those  farmers  aboard  until  your  brother  got  very 
drunk  and  then  he  proposed.  I  like  Kathy,  don’t  you?” 

I  know  I’m  not  worried.  I’m  young  and  sincere. 
The  only  thing  I’m  agonizing  over  are  the  wedding 
bands.  But  maybe  you  can  help.  Where  can  you  still 
get  those  plastic  “mood  rings.”  Woolworth’s?  ■

WHY  WAS  A  REFUGEE  SENT  INTO  PERIL? 

It’s  not  easy  to  figure  out  how  many  Salvadorans  are  living 
in  hiding  from  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  (INS) 
officials  throughout  the  United  States.  Even  if  someone  were 
keeping  a  list,  not  many  Salvadorans  fleeing  from  one  of  the 
most  brutal  regimes  in  Central  American  history  would  offer 
their  names. 


Follow  that  story! 

GOOD NEWS - 
MAYBE— FOR  THE 
GOODMAN  BUILDING 

The  saga  of  the  imperiled  Good¬ 
man  building  (Guardian  12/16/81) 
moved  ahead  in  fits  and  starts  last 
week,  but  as  this  issue  went  to  press 
there  was  a  suggestion  the  building 
may  vet  be  saved. 

A  SF  Department  of  Public  Works 
(DPW)  hearing  to  consider  the  mas¬ 
sive  code  violations  an  inspector 
found  in  the  Redevelopment  Agen¬ 
cy-owned  buildings  —  violations 
detailed  by  the  Guardian  last  week 
—  went  nowhere. 

Chief  residential  inspector  Don¬ 
ald  Chan  informed  the  Guardian 
that  the  case  has  now  been  referred 
to  the  DPW  Property  Conservation 
Division  for  a  hearing  sometime  in 
January.  “I  will  also  be  looking  at 
the  building  myself,”  Chan  told  the 
Guardian.  “I  want  to  clarify  what 
kind  of  report  we  have  here.” 

Chan  was  referring  to  an  inspec¬ 
tion  report  by  Don  Guerland,  an  in¬ 
spector  with  DPW’s  Division  of 
Apartment  and  Hotel  Inspections, 
that  detailed  64  code  violations  at 
the  Goodman  Building.  Guerland  s 
inspection  came  five  months  after 
DPW  issued  a  Permit  of  Occupan¬ 
cy,  officially  certifying  the  building 
safe  for  people  to  live  in. 

In  other  Goodman  news:  The  25 
artists  who  live  in  the  building  have 
appealed  a  Municipal  Court  deci¬ 
sion  by  Judge  Lillian  Sing  in  favor 
of  the  Redevelopment  Agency, 
which  is  trying  to  evict  the  tenants. 
And  the  building’s  tenants  may 
have  gained  an  unexpected  partner 
in  their  quest  to  keep  the  Goodman 
Building  as  a  live-work  space  for 
artists. 

The  Guardian  has  learned  that 
the  Goodman  Group  is  very  close  to 
coming  to  an  agreement  with  Gros- 
venor  Properties  by  which  the  firm 
will  provide  the  funds  to  purchase 
the  building,  rehabilitate  it  and  try 
to  settle  with  developer  Alan  Wofsy . 
Since  December  1978,  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  which 
took  possession  of  the  building  by  em¬ 
inent  domain  eight  years  ago,  has 
had  an  agreement  with  Wofsy  giving 
him  an  option  to  develop  the  property’. 

Donald  Werby,  president  of  Gros- 
venor  Properties,  confirmed  that  he 
is  interested  in  doing  what  he  can 
to  preserve  the  building  as  housing 
and  workspace  for  artists.  “I  think 


the  building  is  serving  a  very  fine 
function  doing  what  it’s  doing.” 
Werby  told  the  Guardian.  “The 
artists  have  been  there  for  a  long  time 
and  they  are  worthy  people.  The 
Goodman  Building  should  be  kept 
as  a  place  where  artists  are  allowed 
to  congregate.” 

Wofsy ’s  proposal  would  convert 
the  residential  hotel  into  a  30-unit 
federally  subsidized  aprtment  build¬ 
ing.  “The  building  is  serving  a  bet¬ 
ter  purpose  now  than  it  would  as  an 
apartment  building,”  Werby  said. 

In  order  for  the  plan  to  work,  Wof- 
sy  will  have  to  come  to  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  Grosvenor.  Wofsy  could 
not  be  reached  by  the  Guardian,  and 
his  secretary  informed  us  the  devel¬ 
oper  will  be  out  of  town  until  Jan¬ 
uary  2nd. 

Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  though 
falling  short  of  supporting  the  plan, 
told  the  Guardian  she  would  be  ojx'n 
to  it.  In  the  past,  Feinstein  has  sided 
with  Wofsy  and  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  in  their  battles  against  the 
Goodman  Building’s  tenants. 

“I  can’t  support  it  until  1  know 
what  the  agreement  is,”  Feinstein 
told  the  Guardian.  “But  I’m  open 
to  it.  I’m  open  to  anyone  that  can 
work  this  problem  out.” 

Grosvenor  Properties  is  one  of 
the  largest  real  estate  firms  in  the 
city .  Its  San  Francisco  properties  in¬ 
clude  the  Union  Square  Holiday  Inn, 
the  Villa  Roma  hotel  on  Columbus 
and  Bax ,  the  Grosvenor  Inn  on  Van 
Ness,  the  Gramercv  Towers  condo¬ 
miniums,  the  San  Francisco  Bax 
Guardian  Building  and  six  apart¬ 
ment  complexes.  In  addition,  the 
firm  holds  several  properties  in  San 
Mateo  County  and  in  other  states 
and  operates  Gray  Line  Tours  in 
San  Francisco.

ON  BERNAL  HEIGHTS 

SAN  FRANCISCO 
Bernal  Heights 

Early  this  year,  Ethel  Newman- 
began  looking  for  a  way  to  repair 
health  threatening  conditions  in  her 
dilapidated  Bernal  Heights  earth¬ 
quake  cottage  on  Moultrie  Street. 
With  a  California  Housing  Finance 
Agency  (CHFA)  loan  for  $15,000 
at  10%  interest  almost  in  hand. 


Ncxvman  contacted  the  Bernal  I  leights 
Community  Foundations  (BHCF) 
for  help. 

‘The  house  was  dismal.”  said 
BHCF  rehab  administrator  Larry 
Moore.  “She  had  been  living  there 
xvith  her  tecnaged  son  without 
heat  or  hot  water,  then*  xvas  no 
foundation,  there*  xvas  one  light 
fixture  that  served  both  the  kit¬ 
chen  and  bathroom,  the  plumbing 
was  shot,  the  wiring  was  danger¬ 
ous  and  there  were  abatement  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  the  house*.  Kvery- 
onc  told  me  not  to  get  involved  in 
that  one  because  there*  were  too 
many  problems,  but  I  couldn't  just 
abandon  her.  She*  had  be*e*n  gixen 
(|Uote*s  of  $65,000  to  elo  the*  work, 
and  she  didn’t  knew  whe*re*  to 
turn.” 

Moore  pulled  the*  proje*ct  toge*the*r 
xvith  a  $20,000  CDPL  loan,  the* 
$15,000  CHFA  and  $7,500  in 
Coele  Enforce*ment  Rehabilitation 
funels  (CERF)  from  the*  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec¬ 
tion.  On  New.  1st,  e*ight  we*eks 
after  contractor  Elton  Goff  began 
demolition  e>f  the  existing  building, 
Newman  moved  into  her  com¬ 
pletely  rebuilt  txvo-beelroom  cot¬ 
tage*.  She  will  make*  affordable* 
monthly  payments  on  the*  CHFA 
loan.  The*  ('ERF  loan  is  de*fe*rre*el 
until  sale*  e>f  the*  property .  and  the* 
CDPL  loan  is ele*fe*rreel  lor  te*n  years 
e>r  until  sale*,  xvhiche*ve*r  comes 
.first. 

According  to  Moore,  neighbor- 
hood  dissatisfaction  with  the  RAP 
and  FACE  programs,  which  re¬ 
quire  systematic  rehabilitation  to 
bring  buildings  up  te»  city  ce>ele* 
standards  and  e>ften  inve>lve  $30,000 
to  $50,000  loans  that  manx  homc- 


Te>  do  so,  or-  in  any  way  to  let  it 
be  known  that  one  is  a  Salvadoran 
entering  the  United  States  illegally, 
would  more  than  likely  earn  the 
political  refugee  an  all-expense- 
paid  trip  back.  And  for  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  Salvadorans  currently  liv¬ 
ing  illegally  in  this  country,  that 
would  be  a  nightmare  come  true. 

For  one  Salvadoran  living  in 


oxxners  can’t  afford,  led  to  the 
formation  of  the  CDPL  program, 
xvhich  is  funded  by  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  money. 

Moore  said  the*  key  to  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  CDPL  in  Bernal  Heights  is 
involving  the  homeowners  in  ex  cry 
step  of  the  rehab  process.  “We 
haxe  the  technical  expertise  to  lead 
them  through  the  complexities  of 
such  things  as  dealing  xvith  tin*  as¬ 
sessor's  of! ice  and  clearing  deeds.

In  the  clays  of  the  Reagan 
administration,  Gonzales’  is 
a  common  experience.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  INS  figures,  more 
than  10,000  refugees  were 
deported  from  the  U.S.  to 
El  Salvador  between  Oc¬ 
tober  1980  and  September 
1981. 

What  sets  Gonzales  apart 
from  other  deported  refugees 
is  that  he  was  sent  back  to 
live  under  the  dictatorial 
Duarte  regime  by  accident— 
a  mistake  that  may  cost  him 
his  life. 

Just  minutes  before  Gon 
zales  was  forced  to  board  a 
flight  to  El  Salvador,  Brian 
Simpson,  an  immigration 
judge  in  San  Francisco, 
granted  a  stay  of  the  deport¬ 
ation  ruling— a  stay  that 
would  have  allowed  Gon¬ 
zales  to  remain  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  until  he  had  had  a  full 
hearing  on  his  appeal  for 


political  asylum.  But  despite 
the  fact  that  local  INS  offi¬ 
cials  knew  about  the  judge’s 
ruling  immediately  after  the 
plane  left  San  Francisco  In¬ 
ternational  Airport— and 
well  before  the  same  plane 
landed  in  Los  Angeles  for  a 
five-hour  stopover — Gon¬ 
zales  somehow  slipped 
through  the  INS’s  bureau¬ 
cratic  fingers.  He  is  now  in 
El  Salvador. 

This  story  actually  began 
in  August  1981  when  Gon¬ 
zales,  a  Salvadoran  peas¬ 
ant  who  speaks  no  Eng¬ 
lish,  applied  for  political 
asylum  in  the  United  States. 
Instead  of  seeking  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  an  experienced  im¬ 
migration  attorney  in  his 
quest  for  asylum,  the  refu¬ 
gee  filed  the  papers  himself 
with  the  aid  of  a  notary 
public  (in  many  Latin  Am¬ 
erican  countries,  lawyers 
are  commonly  referred  to 
as  Notarios  Publicos) .  Some¬ 
how,  the  application  was 
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misfiled  and  when  Gonzal¬ 
es  appeared  at  the  INS  office 
on  Dec.  10th,  he  was  in¬ 
formed  there  was  no  record 
of  his  application.  On  that 
same  day,  Gonzales  was 
arrested. 

On  the  following  morning, 
David  Ilchert,  the  director 
of  INS’s  San  Francisco  of¬ 
fice,  ordered  Gonzales  im¬ 
mediately  deported.  Arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  the 
Salvadoran  to  board  a  plane 
bound  for  El  Salvador  via 
Los  Angeles  at  2:55  pm  that 
afternoon. 

Minutes  before  the  flight 
was  scheduled  to  leave,  im¬ 
migration  attorney  Bill  May 
was  approached  by  Gon¬ 
zales’  brother-in-law.  “I  fran¬ 
tically  did  everything  I  could 
to  stop  the  deportation,” 
May  toid  the  Guardian.  ’’But 
by  the  time  I  got  the  judge 
to  order  a  stay,  Gonzales 
was  already  in  the  air  bound- 
for  Los  Angeles." 

May  then  contacted  Il¬ 
chert,  requesting  that  the  INS 
official  contact  the  Los  An¬ 
geles  INS  office  and  have  Gon¬ 
zales  removed  from  the  plane 
and  flown  back  to  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Somehow,  Gonzales  was 
put  back  on  the  plane  head¬ 
ed  for  El  Salvador  instead. 

“We  notified  the  L.A.  of¬ 
fice  as  soon  as  we  could  to 
ask  that  he  be  taken  off  the 
plane,"  Ilchert  told  the  Guar¬ 
dian.  “We  didn’t  find  out 
until  Monday  morning  what 
had  happened.” 

Ilchert  told  the  Guardian 
the  INS  is  arranging  to  bring 
Gonzales  back  to  the  U.S. 
and  that  the  agency  would 
be  paying  for  the  trip.  “All 
he  has  to  do  is  appear  at  the 
American  embassy  down 
there  and  we'll  bring  him 
back.” 

“We  have  a  telephone 
number  for  a  relative  who’s 
in  touch  with  him,”  May 
told  the  Guardian.  “We’re 
trying  to  make  the  arrange¬ 
ments  to  have  him  brought 
back.” 

May  said  that  according 
to  information  he  has  re¬ 
ceived,  Gonzales  is  in  hid¬ 
ing.  "If  we  can  get  him 
back  to  the  U.S.  embassy, 
he  will  probably  be  alright. 
It  would  look  very  bad  if 
he  got  killed  while  in  Amer¬ 
ican  custody.  The  problem 
is  getting  him  there.  ” 

Getting  Gonzales  back  to 
the  American  embassy  safely 
may  be  problematic.  Stories 
of  mass  murders,  decapita¬ 
tions,  torture  and  disap¬ 
pearances  are  daily  occur¬ 
rences  in  El  Salvador  today. 
Amnesty  International  esti¬ 
mates  that  more  than  30,000 
people  have  been  killed  over 
the  past  two  years  of  the  Sal¬ 
vadoran  civil  war. 

Jo  Tucker,  a  program  as¬ 
sociate  for  the  Social  Justice 
Commission  of  the  Catholic 
Archdiocese  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  has  been  working  to 
get  INS  to  stop  the  deporta¬ 
tion  of  Salvadoran  refugees 
seeking  political  asylum  here. 
Tucker  is  concerned  about 
Gonzales’  safety.  “There  is 
no  guarantee  that  the  Amer¬ 
ican  embassy  will  protect 
him  as  long  as  he  has  not  re¬ 
ported,”  she  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian.  Every  day,  people  are 
being  taken  out  of  their 
houses  and  killed.  Some  peo¬ 
ple  are  being  killed  in  the 
streets.  As  long  as  he’s  in  El 
Salvador,  it’s  pretty  likely 
he’s  in  danger.  ”

ost  of  us,  come  face  to  face 
with  the  possibility  of  annihil¬ 
ation  through  nuclear  war, 
will  mentally  throw  up  our 
hands  in  dismay  and  refuse  to  deal  with  it.  In 
those  few  dark  moments  before  we  turn  our 
minds  off,  though,  comes  the  terrible  real¬ 
ization  that  the  more  we  avoid  it,  the  more 
likely  it  is  to  occur. 

But  what  is  one  to  do  about  the  knowledge  that 
nuclear  destruction  may  be  just  a  madman’s  whimsey 
away?  After  all,  day  to  day  life  is  tough  enough; 
much  of  the  time  you’re  barely  keeping  it  together 
anyway.  And  where  can  you  find  the  peace  move¬ 
ment  these  days?  Besides  which,  doesn’t  dealing  with 
that  stuff  require  you  to  understand  it— a  subject 
that  requires  such  specialized  language,  it  seems  only 
nuclear  physicists  and  weapons  analysts  can  talk 
about  it? 

The  more  one  ponders  the  subject,  the  clearer  it 
becomes  that  this  society  doesn’t  prepare  us  very 
well.  In  fact,  it  doesn’t  take  much  analysis  to  realize 
that  the  economy  and  the  culture  that  support  the 
arms  race  are  our  economy  and  our  culture  too.  How, 
you  find  yourself  asking,  does  my  job  feed  into  the 
military-industrial  complex?  How  about  the  car  I 
drive,  the  clothes  I  wear,  the  coffee  I  drink  in  the 
morning?  To  what  extent  do  my  relations  with  friends 
and  coworkers  mirror  those  between  nations  in  the 
modern  world?  How  do  I  feel  about  winning  and 
losing? 

Contemplating  nuclear  war  is  scary.  It  is  confus¬ 
ing,  difficult  to  think  about,  terrifying.  Plus  one  more: 
How  is  one  to  imagine  nuclear  war?  It  is  too  absurd, 
too  grotesque,  too  meaningless.  It  is  too  overwhelm¬ 
ing.  It’s  far  easier  to  dismiss  the  topic  and  dispel  the 
anxiety  by  diving  back  into  your  job  or  catching  a 
good  movie. 

Bunning  away  doesn’t  mean  not  caring,  though. 
You  care,  I  care— we  all  care.  We  all  seek  peace,  for 
concrete  reasons.  Your  sister’s  welfare  depends  on 
Leonid  Brezhnev’s  welfare;  your  lover’s  welfare  de¬ 
pends  on  the  welfare  of  a  Nicaraguan  peasant.  It  is 
important  to  protect,  to  defend  that  welfare— but 
you  don’t  know  what  to  do. 

This  is  a  guide  for  preventing  nuclear  war.  Its 
purpose:  to  help  you  get  your  bearings—  to  empower 
you  to  fight  back. 

TEACH  YOURSELF 

The  first  step  is  to  learn  all  about  it.  Have  you 
seen  The  Last  Epidemic?  If  you  can’t  commit  your¬ 
self  to  two  whole  days  of  facts  and  figures  about  nu¬ 
clear  war,  then  maybe  you  can  take  36  minutes  of 
them.  The  Last  Epidemic  is  a  videotape  and  film  of 
the  Physicians  for  Social  Responsibility  two-day  sym¬ 
posium  on  the  medical  consequences  of  the  arms 
race.  You  can  buy  it  from  Impact  Productions  (135 
Hugus  Ave.,  Santa  Cruz  95062,  (408)  427-2624),  bor¬ 
row  it  from  Interhelp  (841-6500  ext.  362)  or  request 
a  showing  from  the  Northern  California  Nuclear 
Weapons  Freeze  Campaign  (652-5231).  The  Chron¬ 
icle  says  it’s  the  “hottest”  film  around,  playing  every 
night  of  the  week  for  some  organization  or  class  in 
the  Bay  Area.  Other  films  to  watch  for:  Dark  Circle, 
Day  After  Trinity ,  Paul  Jacobs  and  the  Nuclear 
Gang,  The  War  Game  and  War  Without  Winners.

MAKE  IT  REAL 

Unless  you  are  an  A-Bomb  survivor,  a  former 
Rocky  Flats  worker  or  the  like,  the  presence  of  nu¬ 
clear  weapons  may  seem  abstract  to  you.  In  1939 
atomic  scientist  Niels  Bohr  said  about  making  bomb- 
grade  material:  “It  can  never  be  done  unless  you  turn 
the  whole  United  States  into  one  huge  factory.” 
While  the  process  of  producing  uranium- 235  has  been 
considerably  refined  since  1939,  the  country  has  in¬ 
deed  become  a  factory  for  bomb-making,  with  the'' 

Bay  Area  right  on  the  assembly  line.  You  can  make 
the  presence  of  nuclear  weapons  seem  more  real  by 
looking  around  your  own  environs. 

1.  Take  a  nuclear  sight-seeing  trip.  Drive  around

Concord  Naval  Weapons  Station,  where  hundreds  of 
weapons  are  repaired  and  stored.  It’s  necessary  to 
have  the  military’s  permission  to  enter  the  grounds, 
but  even  without  going  in  you  can  see  acres  of  land 
where  bombs  in  bunkers  share  space  with  eagles, 
deer  and  cattle  in  an  official  wildlife  preserve.  Re¬ 
turn  to  the  Bay  Area  from  Concord  via  Highway  580, 
a  transport  route  for  nuclear  materials  between  Ala¬ 
meda  Naval  Air  Station,  Concord  and  Mare  Island 
Naval  Shipyard  in  Vallejo. 

2.  See  a  reactor.  Visit  the  plant  at  Etcheverry 
Hall  on  the  UC  Berkeley  campus.  Drive  by  the  Ran¬ 
cho  Seco  nuclear  power  plant,  southeast  of  Sacra¬ 
mento  on  Routes  16,  50  or  99. 

3.  Take  a  nature  cruise  to  the  Farallones  Islands. 
Visit  the  site  of  our  own  maritime  museum  of  radio¬ 
active  waste,  where  60,000  barrels  of  low-level  radio¬ 
active  material  were  dumped  between  1946  and  1966. 

4.  Watch  for  ships  in  the  Bay — aircraft  carriers, 
cruisers,  subs  and  barges.  Many  carry  nuclear  wea¬ 
pons. 

5.  Take  a  gander  at  Moffett  Naval  Field  from 
Route  101  north  of  San  Jose.  Here’s  where  weapons 
are  stored  and  loaded  onto  P3-Orions  for  possible 
use  in  case  a  Soviet  sub  off  our  shores  attacks  the 
Bay  Area.

6.  Drop  in  at  Lawrence  Livermore  Laboratory, 

off  Route  580  east  of  Oakland,  where  virtually  all  of 
America's  bombs  are  designed.  From  9  am  to  5  pm 
you  can  see  a  15-minute  film  about  the  lab  and  take 
a  tour  of  educational  modules  at  the  V  isitors  Center. 

As  much  as  you  expose  yourself  to  them,  you  may  still 
not  be  able  to  grasp  the  difference  between  MIRV, 
MARV,  Minuteman  and  Mark-500.  But  don’t  let  that 
stop  you.  Spread  the  word  about  nuclear  war  by 
talking  about  how  you  feel  about  it. 

LISTEN  TO  YOUR  HEART 

What  we  call  a  normal  state  of  mind,  Yale  psy¬ 
chiatrist  Robert  Lifton  considers  a  state  of  “psychic 
numbing.”  That’s  when  you  forget  those  Soviet  subs 
off  the  Farallones  that  are  aiming  warheads  at  San 
Francisco,  when  it  slips  your  mind  that  hundreds  of 
bombs  are  stored  at  Concord,  when  you  go  about 
your  daily  business  pretending  that  trains,  ships  and 
helicopters  aren’t  carrying  the  buggers  all  around  the 
Bay  Area.  It’s  when  you  don't  feel  the  anger,  fear, 
despair  and  sadness  natural  to  a  situation  like  the 
one  we’re  in. 

Dealing  with  the  numbing,  with  the  awareness  of 
death  and  destruction,  may  not  be  easy.  And  the  peo¬ 
ple  close  to  you,  themselves  most  likely  also  numbed, 
may  not  be  able  to  be  of  much  help. 

In  the  Bay  Area  there  are  three  organizations  the 
purpose  of  which  is  to  shake  the  numbing  out  of  your 
bones  and  support  you  in  expressing  and  channeling 
your  feelings  into  constructive  action.  Their  phil¬ 
osophy:  there  can’t  be  social  change  without  strong 
feelings;  there  can’t  be  strong  feelings  without  looking

Or  charter  a  72-foot  yacht 
for  a  moonlit  cruise  from  2  to  5  am?  Or  .  .  .  but 
lirst  things  first,  so  back  to  the  beginning. 

We  plotted  our  strategy  (it  was  Jones  for  the  high 
road  and  Van  Winkle  for  the  low,  more  or  less  and  so 
to  speak),  and  met  at  Columbus  Avenue’s  famed  Alba¬ 
tross  saloon  a  few  nights  later  at  midnight,  fortifying 
ourselves  for  the  adventures  ahead.  The  Albatross? 
Did  we  subconsciously  fear  our  project  was  doomed? 
Au  contraire.  Richard  Brautigan  once  described  it  as 
a  place  that  “provides  a  beautiful  remembrance  of 
days  long  since  gone  in  San  Francisco  and  the  world, 
never  to  return.  The  Albatross  is  like  eating  and  drink¬ 
ing  in  the  past.”  What  better  place  to  start  a  steeped- 
in-San  Francisco  saga?JOur  spirits  by  now  in  fine  fet¬ 
tle  we  stepped  out  into  the  dark  of  the  night,  each  to 
follow  a  different  star,  not  to  meet  again  until  7  am  at 
Pier  39’s  Eagle  Cafe. 

To  begin  with,  and  in  answer  to  your  question  as  to 
whether  there’s  anywhere  you  can  go  for  entertain¬ 
ment  at  midnight,  there  is  indeed. 

The  Fairmont  Hotel’s  Venetian  Room  (California 
and  Mason;  reservations,  772-5183),  presents  its  cur¬ 
rent  attraction  Tuesday  through  Sunday  at  mid¬ 
night.  In  addition  to  the  show,  for  the  half-hour  that 
precedes  it,  Ernie  Heckscher  and  his  orchestra  will 
entertain  you  with  oldies- bpt- good ies  (definitely  no 
rock),  and  you  can  dance  cheek- to- cheek  amid  the 
opulence  of  gold-embossed  walls,  red  velvet  drapes, 
gold-veined  mirrors,  massive  floor-to-ceiling  Venetian 
(what  else?)  scenes  and  the  romantic  glow  from  clust¬ 
ers  of  candles  flickering  softly  in  elegant  gold  sconces. 

When  you  return  to  your  table  you  might  check  the 
distance  between  it  and  its  neighbors:  the  closer  they’re 
together,  the  greater  the  popularity  of  the  performer, 

so  if  you  can  dance  between  them,  we-e-e — 1-1 _ 

The  difference  between  this  show  and  earlier  ones 
is  that  you  can’t  order  dinner — it’s  cocktails  only  at 
$3.50  to  $4  per.  The  cover  charge  runs  anywhere

from  $  10  to  $20,  depending  on  the  star’s  fee  (Joel  Grey, 
for  example,  will  cost  you  more  than— well,  more 
than  a  lot  of  others,  let’s  say),  with  Fridays  and  Sat¬ 
urdays  a  couple  of  dollars  more. 

But  perhaps  your  inclinations  lie  in  a  different  direc¬ 
tion,  and  you’d  be  much  happier  participating  in  The 
Rocky  Horror  Picture  Show.  This  runs  at  midnight 
every  Friday  and  Saturday  at  the  Electric  Theater 
(980  Market,  between  5th  and  6th  Sts.,  673-7373). 
Here,  for  a  mere  $3,  you  can  dress  like  the  characters 
in  the  movie,  lip-synch  with  every  line,  throw  water, 
popcorn  or  whatever  at  the  screen,  squeeze  spray  bot¬ 
tles  to  your  heart’s  content,  light  matches,  get  up  anil 
dance  and  generally  “let  madness  take  its  toll.’’  But 
you  already  know  the  routine—  the  box  office  opens  at 
1 1:30  pm,  and  just  looking  at  the  audience  is  half  the 
fun. 

It  you’d  like  to  follow  one  steamy  scene  with  an¬ 
other,  you’ve  just  got  time  to  nip  down  to  the  open- 
till-2  am  Grand  Central  Sauna  and  Hot  Tubs  (15 
Fell,  between  Market  and  Van  Ness,  431-1370). 

Grand  Central  was  the  first  relaxation  center  of 
its  kind  in  the  country,  according  to  manager  Jim 
Thomas.  The  entire  facility  is  immaculate,  its  lounge 
comfortable  and  bright,  and  each  of  its  26  completelv 
private,  sound-proofed  rooms  comes  equipped  with 
hot  tub,  sauna,  shower  and  rest  area.  You  also  get  an 
AM-FM  radio,  a  house  phone  over  which  you  can  or¬ 
der  fruit  juices  or  soft  drinks  (50e  to  75<t)  and  which 
the  management  uses  to  let  you  know  when  your  time 
is  nearly  up. 

Recommended  routine  is  a  shower  (rinse  well!)  be¬ 
fore  you  climb  into  the  hot  tub  and  relax  for  ten  to  20 
minutes.  Shower  again  (cold,  this  time),  then  it’s  into 
the  sauna  for  another  ten  or  20  minutes  followed  by  a 
second  cold  shower—  a  treatment  guaranteed  to  make 
you  tingle. 

The  cost  of  this  particular  method  of  getting  all 
steamed  up  (delightfully!)  is  $6. 75  per  person  per  hour 
(an  extra  30  minutes  will  cost  you  $2.50  more)  plus  a 
$2  room  key  deposit,  and  at  this  hour  there  won’t  be 
any  waiting  in  line.  Ninety  percent  of  the  business  is 
repeat,  but  Gene  Hackman  occasionally  drops  in,  and 
only  last  week  Jane  Fonda  was  there,  trying  to  look  in¬ 
conspicuous  in  a  bright  red  jumpsuit. 

By  now  you  should  have  worked  up  quite  an  appe¬ 
tite.  Then  let  me  tell  you  about  a  restaurant  that’s  not 
only  open  at  this  hour,  its  food  is  positively  ambrosial. 

Luisa’s  (544  Castro,  between  18th  and  19th,  621- 
8515),  located  near  the  Castro  Theatre  on  the  other 
side  of  the  street,  is  open  until  3  am.  Just  meet¬ 
ing  the  real-life  Luisa  is  an  experience  in  itself  as  she 
cooks  her  authentic  central  Italian  food  to  order,  ca¬ 
joles  her  staff  into  performing  to  perfection  and  caters 
to  her  customers’  whims  without  seeming  to  stop  for 
breath.  Her  restaurant  is  absolutely  immaculate,  warm 
and  inviting  with  its  gleaming  brass  fixtures,  blond 
wood  furnishings  and  soft  oyster-white  walls  and  tile 
floor. 

From  midnight  till  3  am  she  will  cook  you  frittata 
($3.95),  French  toast  ($4.50),  scrambled  eggs  and 
bacon  ($4.25),  omelets  ($4.50)  —  mine  was  sublime- 
pizza  (small  $5.50,  medium  $7.50,  large  $9,  plus  60<r 
extra  for  optional  anchovy,  sausage,  ground  beef,  etc.), 
cannelloni  ($5.95)  or  combination  plate  ($6.95).  The 
baked-daily-on-the-premises  bread  is  extraordinarily 
tasty  and  lives  up  to  Luisa’s  boast,  as  does  everything 
she  serves,  that  “people  who  expect  good  food  get  it.  ’’ 

The  only  time  she’ll  be  unhappy  with  you  is  when 
you  put  ketchup  on  your  delicately  cream-sauced  pas¬ 
ta,  as  did  one  soulless  patron  who  hopefully  will  never 
darken  her  door  again,  or  demand  it  “al  Rente,  ”  as 
did  another  less  than  perfectly  apprised  pasta  person.

I  seem  to  have  grown  old —  not  graceful¬ 
ly  or  gradually,  the  way  I’d  always 
supposed  these  things  happened —  but 
all  at  once.  In  three  blinks  I  have  be¬ 
come  a  doddering  ancient  of  29,  a  shell  of  the 
lad  I  was  a  mere  four  years  ago  when  I  last 
wrote  one  of  these  after- midnight  tour-guide 
pieces;  and  as  a  surreptitious,  mental  middle- 
age  has  set  in,  so  the  nature  of  nighttime  seems 
to  have  changed.  The  serenity  I  used  to  de¬ 
rive  from  standing  all  alone  at  the  corner  of 
Montgomery  and  Bush  at  four  in  the  morning, 
when  the  Financial  District  is  so  still  you  can 
hear  the  blood  rush  in  your  ears,  has  now  be¬ 
come  a  vague  uneasiness;  and  the  early  morn¬ 
ing  hours,  which  once  held  the  friendly  thrill 
eight-year-olds  feel  when  they  stay  up  past 
their  bed-times,  now  harbor  an  unexpected 
menace  around  every  comer.  Age  and  fear 
know  nothing  about  chronology;  they  are 
self-imposed  and  creep  up  at  you  from  in¬ 
side,  and  that  has  never  been  clearer  to  met 
than  it  is  right  now. 

1  am  sitting  with  Zena  Jones  at  our  usual  tabic  in 
the  Albatross,  the  bar  that  keeps  the  Financial  District 
from  crossing  Pacific  Street  and  invading  North 
Beach,  learning  another  lesson  about  the  peculiar 
constitution  of  age.  Zena  refhses  to  divulge  her  birth 
date,  even  to  close  friends  and  bartenders,  but  I  have 
it  on  good  authority  that  she  is  my  senior.  She  is 
30  il  she  is  a  day,  and  perhaps  even  older,  vet  she 
manages  to  keep  her  spirits  fixed  permanently  at  18, 
while  mine  threaten  to  fossilize  completely  at  a 
moment’s  notice.  Zena  appears  to  be  both  ageless  and 
fearless;  and  now,  at  the  stroke  of  midnight,  as  the 
first  droplets  of  a  wave  of  exhaustion  begin  lapping  at 
my  toes,  she  is  chirping  like  dawn’s  first  well-slept 
thrush  and  somehow  looks  every  bit  as  fresh  as  the 
orchids  on  her  lapel. 

Between  civilized  sips  of  her  Campari-and-soda, 
Zena  is  running  through  the  list  of  after-hour  and  all- 
night  spots  she  intends  to  hit  during  the  one-night, 
whirlwind  tour  of  the  city’s  dark  side  we’ve  planned 
for  ourselves.  As  anyone  knows  who  has  had  the  mis¬ 
fortune  to  fetch  up  wide  awake  at  two  in  the  morning, 
San  Francisco  is  perhaps  the  only  major  city  in  the 
nation  that  makes  no  provision  for  the  insomniac — 
probably  as  some  sort  of  perverse  revenge  against  its 
own  barbaric  past.  Zena  and  I  have  united  here  at  the 
Albatross  and  divvied  the  city  up  into  two  loosely  de¬ 
fined  philosophical  segments— high-road  and  low- 
road —  and  she  is  now  putting  me  to  shame,  in  her 
clipped  British  accent,  with  her  plans  for  her  half.  She 
is  to  ferret  out  entertainments  for  those  of  delicate 
sensibilities  and  claims  to  have  even  found  a  place  that 
serves  Eggs  Benedict  under  glass  at  4  am.  1,  on  the 
other  hand,  have  drawn  the  short  end  again  and  am 
instead  assigned  to  find  late-night  pastimes  for  the 
planet’s  unwashed,  morally  dubious,  unsavory 
types—  people  who  are  more  or  less  like  me. 

We  arrange  to  meet  again  at  7  am  at  the  Eagle  Cafe 
(in  ctrder  to  maintain  a  certain  avian  motif)  and,  with 
a  clink  of  the  glasses,  set  off  on  our  separate  paths.  She 
rides  off  in  style— up  the  hill  in  a  cab— while  I  take  a 
walk  through  the  drizzle  into  the  Financial  District, 
down  Montgomery  in  the  general  direction  of  the 
Transbay  Terminal. 

Although  Montgomery  Street  is  not  deserted  yet, 
things  have  already  quieted  down  considerably.  There 
are  a  few  pedestrians  here  and  there,  shuffling  back 
and  forth  around  the  cable  car  line,  but  most  of  the 
cabs  coming  down  Columbus  still  make  their  habitual 
left  turn  at  Clay  and  skirt  the  edges  of  the  Financial 
District,  as  though  those  few  blocks  were  still  swarm¬ 
ing  with  traffic.  Things  pick  up  a  bit  more  toward 
Market,  and  by  Mission  they  are  absolutely  jumping, 
with  a  line  of  four  cabs  standing  in  front  of  the 
terminal  and  a  throng  of  people  milling  about  in  the 
neon  glow  of  Second  and  Mission— the  only  spot  in 
the  city  that  is  seedy  enough  to  be  compared  to  Times 
Square.  1  drop  into  the  Wagon  Wheel  for  a  quick 
bracer  and  briefly  consider  a  hot  dog,  finally  discard¬ 
ing  the  idea  when  1  notice  that  it’s  almost  one  and 
nearly  time  for  my  “F”  bus  to  Emeryville.  I  toss  off  the 
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dregs  of  an  Early  Times  and  cross  the  street  to  the 
terminal. 

There  is  nothing  quite  like  the  Transbay  Terminal 
after  midnight.  Even  on  a  Friday  (or  rather,  early  Sat¬ 
urday),  the  place  is  almost  deserted  but  still  barely 
breathing.  The  cocktail  lounge  on  the  ground  floor  is 
closing,  and  a  few  kids — whose  parents  obviously 
don’t  know  where  they  are— are  huddled  around  the 
video  games  on  the  main  floor;  but  in  the  enormous 
bus- stop  barn  on  top  there  are  not  more  than  a  dozen 
people.  Each  of  us  has  a  newspaper  and,  on  this  par¬ 
ticular  night,  we  all  seem  to  have  chosen  different  bus 
stops.  This  makes  conversation  difficult,  so  we  each 
stand  alone  at  intervals  of  60  or  70  feet  pretending  to 
read  our  papers  and  throwing  puzzled  glances  at  each 
other  between  pages. 

Two  more  people  have  joined  me  by  the  time  the 
“F”  pulls  in,  and  it’s  three  for  Emeryville.  We  climb 
aboard  and  unconsciously  divide  the  bus  into  three 
equal  turfs,  with  me  taking  the  back  third  where  I  can 
stretch  my  legs  out  on  the  seat.  Normally,  this  sort  of 
thing  is  frowned  on;  but  since  someone  called  “Boo 
Baby”  has  already  written  his  name  on  practically 
everything  on  the  bus,  including  the  seats,  the  driver 
doesn't  seem  to  mind. 

We  reach  San  Pablo  Avenue  in  Emeryville  in  a 
scant  ten  minutes  and  all  three  of  us  de-bus  here.  As  it 
turns  out,  we  all  have  the  same  idea.  We  set  off  on  a 
two-block  elephant  walk  through  what  has  now 
become  a  full-fledged  rain  to  the  Oaks  Club,  at  4409 
San  Pablo,  and  duck  in  out  of  the  downpour. 

There  are  three  or  four  card  clubs  in  Emeryville, 
the  Bay  Area’s  own  Vegas,  but  none  of  the  others  have 
the  style  of  the  Oaks.  The  Key  Club,  across  the  street, 
is  darker  and,  with  its  low  ceiling,  is  a  bit  cozier;  but  it 
lacks  the  casino  ambiance.  The  Oaks  has  a  large,  well- 
lighted  card-room,  a  bar- restaurant  combination, 
and  a  TV  lounge  for  those  who  have  come  to  play  but 
cap’t  find  an  opening  at  a  table.  There  are  two  ahead 
of  me  this  evening,  so  I  leave  my  name  with  the 
maitre  d’hotel  and  settle  down  to  watch  a  few  minutes 
of  a  Peter  Cushing  flick.

Things  move  so  quickly  that  I  am  unable  to  see 
Cushing  bite  his  first  victim  before  my  name  is  called. 

I  have  put  in  for  one  of  the  $2  tables  (the  cheap  ones) 
and  am  directed  to  a  large,  green-felted,  round  table 
in  one  corner  of  the  card- room,  where  a  fat  guy 
named  Ed  introduces  me  around.  Ed  is  probably  less 
than  six  feet,  but  must  weigh  300  pounds.  In  keeping 
with  the  flavor  of  the  card  club,  he  is  wearing  an 
old  white  dress  shirt,  bow-tie,  and  suspenders,  and 
smokes  a  stubby,  brown  cigar — the  end  of  which  he 
has  chewed  into  a  dish-rag  consistency.  As  the  dealer, 
he  is  responsible  for  making  the  introductions  and 
does  a  remarkable  job  of '  remembering  everyone’s 
name,  since  my  arrival  makes  eight.  The  waitress 
brings  me  the  last  cocktail  of  the  evening  (it’s  nearly 
two)  and  25  $2  chips.  I  give  her  $52  and  pick  up  my 
first  hand. 

They  play  two  games  here  at  the  Oaks:  Low-Ball 
Poker,  in  which  the  object  is  to  come  up  with  the 
lowest  (worst)  poker  hand,  and  an  arcane  game  called 
Pan,  whose  rules  are  far  too  complicated  to  explain 
here  (and  which,  in  any  case,  I’ve  never  understood 
very  well).  I’m  playing  at  the  cheapest  of  the  Low-Ball 
tables,  where  the  minimum  bet  is  $2  (although  they 
occasionally  set  up  “training  tables”  with  a  $1  mini¬ 
mum,  but  only  during  the  daytime  when  business  is 
slow);,  and  my  first  hand  is  an  Ace-2-4-5-7 — a  lousy 
poker  hand  which  means  that,  in  this  game,  I  m  a 
sure-fire  winner.  I  bet  $4  and  stand  pat  while  four 
other  players  call  me  and  draw  one  or  two  cards  each. 
Fat  Ed  has  the  next  best  hand  in  the  showdown— a 
3_4_6-8-9— and  throws  it  down  in  disgust.  He  chews 
on  his  cigar  butt  and  fixes  me  with  his  most  ferocious 
look. 

“I’ll  bet  you  were  the  best  damn  card  player  in  your 
whole  college  fraternity,  weren’t  ya ,  kid?” 

He  means  this  to  sting,  of  course,  but  I  shrug  it 
off— never  having  set  foot  in  a  frat-house  in  my  life.  A 
guy  named  Frank,  sitting  to  my  left,  gives  me  a  nudge 
with  his  elbow. 

“Don’t  mind  him,”  he  says.  “Ed’s  a  well-known 
asshole.”  Frank  is  right,  of  course,  but  there  is  method 


to  fid’s  hostility.  If  he  can  succeed  in  getting  everyone 
riled,  he  thinks,  he  might  get  them  to  bet  stupidly, 
attempting  to  beat  him  with  inferior  hands  just  out  of 
spite.  As  the  evening  wears  on,  he  turns  out  to  be 
right.  The  deal  passes  from  hand  to  hand,  and  with 
each  hand,  someone  or  other  at  the  table  tries  to  bluff 
Ed  out  of  the  game.  Unfortunately,  Ed’s  cards  are 
running  well  and  he  refuses  to  run.  By  the  time  the 
deal  comes  to  me,  he  has  amassed  most  of  the  chips  on 
the  table  and  sent  the  others  scurrying  for  more.  My 
first  hand  winnings  are  pretty  depleted  and  I’m  forced 
to  dig  into  my  principal. 

I  discover  an  unanticipated  fly  in  the  ointment  when 
I  pick  up  the  cards  to  shuffle.  The  Oaks  uses  thin 
plastic  cards,  instead  of  the  sturdier  cardboard  vari¬ 
ety,  presumably  because  they’re  easier  to  clean.  But 
they  are  also  much  more  difficult  to  shuffle;  and  when 
I  try  half  the  deck  squirts  out  across  the  felt. 

“What  do  you  usually  use  for  fingers?”  Ed  asks  mat- 
ter-of-factly.  I  flash  him  my  best  pleasant  grin,  but  the 
incident  has  unnerved  me.  I  am  barely  able  to  deal, 
and  when  I  do  I  find  myself  faced  with  a  miserable 
Ace- 2-8-Jack-King.  Once  again,  Ed  leads  the  betting 
with  $4  and  the  others  tag  along.  After  a  short  internal 
debate,  I  decide  to  try  drawing  two  low  cards  and 
kick  my  $4  in  as  well.  I  toss  the  two  face  cards  and 
pull  an  Ace-5  to  replace  them,  which  leaves  me 
paired-up  low  and  out  of  the  running;  but  all  the 
others  have  drawn  badly  too,  and  by  the  time  my  turn 
comes  Ed  and  I  are  the  only  ones  left.  Now,  ordin¬ 
arily,  I  would  drop  this  hand  like  a  hot  potato — since 
any  five  unmatched  cards  would  beat  me — but  the 
pot  now  has  some  thirty-odd  dollars  in  it  and  only  four 
of  it  is  mine.  By  calling  Ed’s  additional  $4  bet  I  face 
two  possible  outcomes:  one,  that  I  will  invest  $8  and 
make  thirty-something;  or  two,  that  1  will  play  right 
into  Ed’s  hands  and  lose  my  shirt.  I  go  for  the 
gamble. 

Ed,  the  well-known  asshole,  turns  out  to  be  an  in¬ 
famous  liar  when  he  shows  down  a  pair  of  sixes  and  a 
Jack.  The  whole  thing  was  a  bluff — not  a  bad  one, 
considering  the  streak  of  cards  he’d  had —  and  by  tire 
time  I  finish  stacking  my  winnings,  I  find  myself  $25 
ahead.  I  wonder  how  Zena  is  doing  on  the  high  road. 

By  3:30,  15  of  my  profit  dollars  have  been  eaten 


away  by  attrition  and  bad  hands,  and  I  decide  to 
move  on.  I  go  back  to  the  window  and  cash  out;  and, 
finding  myself  $10  ahead  for  the  night,  I  decide  to 
take  a  cab  back  to  the  Transbay  Terminal.  The  AC 
buses  have  stopped  running  across  the  bridge  at  this 
hour;  but  even  if  they  hadn't,  San  Pablo  in  Emeryville 
is  no  place  to  wander  around  in  the  dead  of  night  with 
more  than  $  10  in  your  pocket. 

The  cab  wipes  out  my  ten-spot  and  I’m  back  to 
operating  on  principal  again.  Before  facing  the  Fun 
Terminal,  I  head  into  the  alley  and  fortify  myself 
from  the  pint  of  Early  Times  with  which  I  had 
thoughtfully  armed  myself  earlier.  The  Fun  Terminal 
is  no  place  for  the  weak.  In  fact,  it’s  no  place  for  the 
strong. 

At  one  time,  2nd  Street’s  Fun  Terminal  was  the 
city’s  all-night  pinball  and  porno  parlor  and  most  of 
its  denizens  were  the  city’s  elderly  insomniacs.  This 
made  it  a  fairly  peaceful  place  to  spend  the  night, 
once  you  got  your  eyes  adjusted  to  the  neon  and  fluor- 
eseents.  But  in  recent  years  the  porno  booths  and  most 
of  the  pinball  machines  have  been  replaced  with  god¬ 
less  video  games,  and  the  elderly  insomniacs  have 
been  run  off  by  vicious  young  thugs.  The  crowd  on 
this  night  is  decidedly  unsavory,  and  even  dangerous, 
but  I  am  able  to  discover  a  Black  Knight  pinball 
machine  in  one  comer  and  set  up  shop  here  for  the 
next  hour,  running  up  seemingly  impossible  scores  to 
the  great  admiration  of  practically  no  one. 

I  think  it  was  about  five  o’clock  when  the  next  wave 
of  paranoia  set  in.  A  fight  started  between  two  photos

over  an  especially  spirited  game  of  Space  Invaders,  or 
Pac  Man,  or  one  of  those  Japanese  Sci-Fi  horrors, 
and  the  mood  of  the  Fun  Terminal  suddenly  turned 
ugly.  As  I  stepped  out  onto  2nd  Street,  my  pocket  still 
bulging  with  unspent  pinball  quarters,  an  ill  wind 
blew  in  from  the  north  and  the  rain  stepped  up  again. 
At  this  point  I  needed  desperately  to  recharge  my 
nocturnal  batteries,  and  I  set  off  on  foot  for  Mont¬ 
gomery  and  Bush. 

I  never  made  it.  When  I  reached  Market,  the  rain 
turned  into  a  torrent;  forcing  me  to  duck  into  the  ac¬ 
commodating  protection  of  a  doorway.  After  another 
nip  from  the  pint,  I  dashed  to  the  next  doorway;  then 
another  nip  and  dash,  and  in  this  wav  I  finally 
covered  the  four  blocks  between  the  Fun  Terminal 
and  Palace  Billards,  at  Fifth  and  Market. 

There  used  to  be  another  pool  hall  across  the  street 
(named,  I  believe,  Hanrahan’s),  but  it  closed  about 
two  years  ago,  leaving  the  Palace  as  the  city's  only  all- 
night  pool  emporium.  Walking  along  the  south  side  of 
Market,  it  is  possible  to  miss  the  doorway  entirely,  dis¬ 
guised  as  it  is  as  the  doorway  to  some  upstairs  offices; 
it  is  only  Irom  the  north  side  of  the  street  that  the 
Palace  becomes  obvious.  An  enormous  neon  sign 
completely  covers  the  top  of  the  building. 

Inside,  and  up  the  stairs,  is  a  room  the  size  of  a  foot¬ 
ball  field,  with  25  regulation-size  pocket  tables  and 
gargantuan  paintings  of  animals  done  in  the  style  of 
the  silly-realistic  school  of  the  1920s.  I  order  a  rack  of 
balls  from  the  slightly  daft  young  man  at  the  counter 
and  select  a  table  off  to  one  side,  where  I  proceed  to 
play  terribly  for  half  an  hour.  My  eyes  refuse  to  focus 
and  the  cross-rail  bank  shots  my  game  depends  upon 
are  not  working.  Frustrated  by  this  turn  of  events,  I 
survey  the  room.  There  arc  perhaps  a  dozen  other 
people  here  this  evening,  most  of  them  young  men, 
although  a  couple  of  venerable  hustlers  are  plying 
their  trade  near  the  front  of  the  room.  The  exchange 
of  money  is  very  sly  (the  loser  encloses  his  money  in  a 
handshake  and  passes  it  along  that  way);  but  the  game 
looks  good  enough  for  a  bit  of  spectating,  so  I  turn  in 
mv  rack  and  throw  myself  down  in  one  of  the  wooden 


theater  seats  nearby,  taking  a  sly  snort  from  the  pint 
every  now  and  then.  It  is  a  quarter  to  six,  but  my  aged 
body  feels  like  it’s  just  crawled  up  out  of  Babi  Yar  after 
a  particularly  spirited  clubbing.  In  spite  of  my  win¬ 
ning  poker  night  and  my  extraordinary  foresight  in 
bringing  along  my  portable  bar,  I  am  worn 
out — coming  down  with  either  viral  pneumonia  or 
rigor  mortis. 

At  a  quarter  to  seven  I  feel  the  gentle  tapping  of  a 
pool  cue  against  my  shoulder. 

“Hey  buddy.  Hey.” 

I  start  upward  and  see  the  face  of  one  of  the  old 
hustlers. 

“Say,  pal,  could  you  either  go  home  or  snore  a  little 
softer?  We’re  trying  to  play  a  game  here." 

Mumbling  my  apologies,  I  stand  up  and  stretch.  I 
have  15  minutes  to  make  it  across  town  to  the  Eagle 
for  mv  morning  after  rendezvous  with  Zena,  anil  this 
is  clearly  another  job  for  a  can. 

There’s  never  one  around  when  you  need  one,  ol 
course,  and  it  is  nearly  7: 15  when  I  finally  drag  myself 
into  the  line  at  the  Eagle,  down  in  Pier  39.

If,  however,  you're  not  that  hungry.  Donuts  & 
Things  could  be  just  the  thing.  According  to  its  gift 
coupon,  “Only  seven  placed  in  the  whole  wide  uni¬ 
verse  serve  absolutely  perfect  donuts.  One  is  called 
Heaven.”  The  other  six  are  a  little  more  down  to  earth 
and  located  at  9th  and  Judah,  18th  and  Castro,  Bay 
and  Mason,  Polk  and  California,  10th  and  Clement 
and  California  and  Fillmore,  and  all  (except  the  Bay 
Street  location,  which  close's  at  9  pm)  are  open  24 
hours  a  dav  seven  days  a  week. 

A  visit  to  the  first  and  last  on  the  list  (heaven  ex¬ 
cluded)  proved  Donuts  &  Things  to  be  immaculate, 
bright  and  cheerfully  decorated. 

At  any  one  of  them  you  can  order  filled  donuts 
(50<r),  cake  donuts  (35 <t),  specialty  donuts  (French  40c, 
cinnamon  twist  50ci  custard  bar  60c),  apple  fritters 
(65c),  cheese  and  carrot  cake  (75c)  and  shakes  (85c), 
tea  and  hot  chocolate  (35c).  Some  serve  hot  dogs  and 
some  cotton  to  cookies,  but  each  has  its  specialties. 

(You  might  be  interested  to  know  that  when  Dianne 
Feinstein  was  campaigning  for  mayor  she  gave  a 
speech  at  the  9th  and  Judah  branch— how’s  that  for 
getting  the  hole-in-one  donut  vote?) 

So  now  you’ve  pigged  out  on  pasta  and  OD’d  on  do¬ 
nuts  and  suddenly  remembered  this  is  the  week  you’d 
promised  yourself  you’d  lose  two  pounds.  I  just  hap¬ 
pen  to  have  the  solution  to  such  weighty  problems  at 
hand — there’s  nothing  like  an  hour  or  two  of  disco 
dancing  to  make  unwanted  avoirdupois  invisible. 

Studio  West  (100  Vallejo  at  Front,  781-6357)  is 
open  Monday  through  Thursday  and  Sunday  till  4  am, 
and  Friday  and  Saturday  till  6.  If  you’re  one  of  a 
group  and  you  arrive  before  2  am,  everyone  can  get  in 
for  $3,  provided  one  person  in  your  party  is  a  member 
(membership  costs  $5).  After  2  am,  it’s  $5  for  everyone 
every  night. 

The  atmosphere  is  very  plush  and  jazzy  with  re¬ 
flectors  everywhere,  light  beams  bouncing  off  the 
walls,  small  lights  in  the  ceiling  and  on  the  slanting 
beams  and  rotating  mirror  ball  cluster  lights  over  the 
small  dance  floor.  » 

A  railed-off  mezzanine  level  permits  ogling  of  the 


dancers  (a  staff  member  referred  to  it  as  “voyeur  row”), 
which  makes  one  wonder  why  they  didn’t  install  a 
glass  floor  too—  but  what  am  I  saying? 

The  desired  decibel  level  of  not  being  able  to  hear 
yourself  think  is  very  much  in  evidence  and  the  mostly 
young  crowd  seems  to  be  having  a  good  time.. 

When  you  finally  feel  you’ve  danced  your — uh — 
weight  off,  you  can  order  a  hot  dog  and  a  Coke  from 
the  long  bar  and  curl  up  on  the  high- backed  banquet¬ 
te  in  the  lounge  or  play  the  Pac  Man  video  game.  The 
beat  goes  on,  regardless. 

Or  you  can  hie  yourself  across  town  to  the  Troca- 
dero  Transfer  (520  4th.  St.  at  Bryant,  495-6620), 
which  is  open  Thursday  through  Sunday  till  4  am. 
Granted,  this  may  not  be  the  choicest  location  in  town, 
but  not  to  worry,  parking  is  plentiful  on  the  same 
block,  and  there’s  a  large  parking  lot  adjoining  the 
bank  across  the  street. 

The  Troe  is  primarily  gay,  but  not  discriminatorily 
so.  It  isn’t,  as  helpful  staff  member  Doug  pointed  out, 
Regine’s.  Rather,  it’s  a  place  you  go  to  party  and  have 
a  wonderful  time. 

The  rule  of  thumb  seems  to  be  relax,  do  what  you 
want,  be  what  you  want,  and  the  only  management 
no-nos  apply  to  drugs  and  objectionable  behavior. 
But  if  you  feel  like  doing  a  creative  solo  with  a  couple 
of  fans  for  added  effect,  that’s  fine. 

Standing  on  the  mezzanine  floor  watching  the  dan¬ 
cers,  you’d  never  guess  you’re  in  a  converted  ware¬ 
house.  The  technicians  do  magical  things  with  the 
lighting  and  create  flashes  of  lightning,  build  moods 
indigo  and  orchestrate  color  schemes  that  are  positive¬ 
ly  inspired. 

On  special  nights  when  there’s  a  particular  party 
theme  or  a  name  guest,  there  can  be  as  many  as  a 
thousand  people  on  the  huge  dance  floor,  but  no  mat¬ 
ter  how  frenzied  the  music,  the  atmosphere  is  always 
strictly  good- time- being-had- by-all. 

Your  share  of  it  will  cost  you  $5  on  Thursday  and 
Sunday,  $  10  on  Friday  and  $  15  on  Saturday. 

But  what  about  the  Eggs  Benedict  under  glass,  you 
cry?  Coming  right  up,  or  rather  down,  because  to  got 
them  you  have  to  go  back  to  the  Fairmont-and  down 
to  the  Brasserie  restaurant  located  on  the  lower  level.

then  down  the  staircase  to  your  left.  Voila!

MOVIES 

The  good  and  the 
disappointing 

MARINA  HIRSCH 

here  were  some  decent  movies  this  year, 
and  some  that  were  actually  subversive. 
Consider: 

An  American  Werewolf  in  London.  What 
director  John  Landis  does  with  subliminal 
paranoia  crossed  with  pop  fantasy  (his  young  Ameri¬ 
can  Jewish  hero  has  horrifying  nightmares  of  the 
Nazis  coming  back,  this  time  as  werewolves)  is  amaz¬ 
ing.  (And,  strangely,  not  entirely  without  precedent;  a 
crew  of  adolescent  Nazis  active  at  the  close  of  World 
War  II  were  known  as  the  Werewolves.)  American 
Werewolf  also  featured  a  touching  and  credible  love 
story  involving  Jenny  Agutter  as  an  cminentlv  human 
nurse.  Standard  gore  and  shocks  aside,  this  was  a  very 
tender  movie. 

Soldier  Girls.  Joan  Churchill’s  and  Nick  Broomfield’s 
bitterly  funny  arid  horrifying  documentary  about  boot 
camp  lor  women,  and  one  of  the  few  impressive 
entries  in  the  San  Francisco  International  Film  Festi¬ 
val.  It’s  scheduled  for  retase  locally  next  month. 

Reds.  Too  messy,  too  long,  but  a  valiant  attempt 
nonetheless.  Warren  Beatty’s  movie  was  the  subject  of 
a  remarkable  advertising  campaign,  which  carefully 
defused  political  reverberations  through  relentless  repe¬ 
tition  of  the  magic  phrase  Dr.  Zhivago.  In  what 
must  have  been  a  meticulously  calculated  publicity 
move.  Reds  was  screened  at  the  White  House.  (Our 
President  liked  the  movie  okay,  but  found  the  ending 
disappointing.)  The  best  defense,  apparently,  is  an 
airy  dismissal. 

The  French  Lieutenant’s  Woman.  Karel  Reisz  directed 
and  Harold  Pinter  wrote  this  trick  story  with  an  un¬ 
satisfying  close.  Watching  Meryl  streep,  however,  is  a 
pleasure  in  any  context.  The  actress  worried 
in  print  that  her  face  wasn’t  classically  beautiful 
enough  for  the  role;  a  classic  beauty  would  have 
ruined  the  picture. 

Cutter’s  Wav.  Ivan  Passer’s  film  features  a  standard 
Sixties  plot  of  us— post  Vietnam-era  drifters— vs. 
them — the  Establishment — with  John  Heard,  Jeft 
Bridges  and  Lisa  Eichhorn  rising  effortlessly  above  it 
all.  You  forget  the  plot  and  remember  the  people. 
Scanners.  A  plot  so  promising,  its  eventual  fizzle  can 
nearly  be  forgiven.  In  a  nice  poison-pen  valentine 
to  monopoly  drug  companies.  Scanners  theorizes  that 
a  teratogenic  anti-nausea  drug  dispensed  to  pregnant 
women  in  the  ’50s  has  created  a  new  race  of  mutants, 
capable  of  the  most  extreme  ESP  and  mind  control. 
Director  David  Cronenberg,  who  shot  his  movie 
in  the  eerily  sterile  modern  world  of  Toronto,  has 
touched  on  a  ubiquitous  nerve— a  high  technology 
corporate- manipulated  future  is  more  frightening  to 
us  all  than  any  trumped-up  horror. 

Gal  Young  ’Un.  Victor  Nunez’s  adaptation  of  Marjorie 
Kinnan  Rawlings  short  story  was  shot  in  1948,  but  it 
did  show  at  the  Surf  this  year.  A  bit  slow  and  overly 
tasteful,  but  this  classic  tale  of  a  rejected  wife  who 
forms  a  bond  with  the  Other  Woman  is  captivating. 
With  her  heavy-lidded  eyes  and  pipe-smoking  soli¬ 
tude,  Gal  Young  ’Un' s  solid,  40ish  heroine  is  a  figure 
of  genuine  depth  and  mystery. 

Taxi  Zum  Klo.  Could  be  exhibit  “A”  in  the  porno  vs. 
erotica  debate.  Frank  Ripploh’s  goofily  charming 
quasi-documentary  about  a  gay  schoolteacher’s  skate, 
through  several  weeks  of  his  life  should  be  giving 
headaches  right  about  now  to  Harry  Hamlin  and 
Michael  Ontkean  (stars  of  the  upcoming  Making  Love 
from  20th  Century  Fox,  the  first  American  commer¬ 
cial  feature  to  deal  forthrightly  with  homosexuality. 
The  movie  reportedly  includes  scenes  of  actual  kissing 
between  males. 

26  Disappointments: 


Buddy,  Buddy.  Th  is  farce  about  suicide,  murder  and 
sex  therapy  starring  Jack  Lemmon  and  Walter  Matthau, 
and  directed  by  Billy  Wilder,  should  not  have  been 
made. 

Taps.  A  noble,  sentimental  meditation  directed  by 
Harold  Becker  on  the  meaning  of  military  honor,  with 
sobby  lumps  in  the  throat  guaranteed.  When  a  mili¬ 
tary  academy  is  sold  and  scheduled  for  closing,  its  stu¬ 
dents,  devoted  to  discipline  and  stately  pomp,  take  it 
over.  The  products  of  a  military  education  thus  be¬ 
come  exactly  what  they’ve  been  trained  to  be— sol¬ 
diers —  with  bashful,  wholesome  Timothy  Hutton  at 
the  helm.  Taps  doesn’t  hesitate  to  use  heartbreaker 
images  (cute  little  boys,  freckled,  with  long  dark 
lashes  sweeping  their  baby  cheeks,  decked  out  in  full 
combat  gear  and  toting  M-16.xj  to  make  a  case  that  is 
split  anyhow.  There  are  good  soldiers  who  fight  for 
ideals,  Tops  posits,  and  bad  soldiers  who  fight  because 
they  love  blood,  and  it’s  so  easy  fo  be  caught  up  in 
patriotic  fervor  and  lose  perspective  between  the  two. 
But  fervor  is  exactly  what  Taps  salutes;  its  coura¬ 
geous  stance  is  curiously  transparent. 

Ghost  Story.  A  classy  horror  movie  whose  central  plot 
device  is  such  a  turn-off  the  whole  movie  falls  flat.  A 
woman  is  terribly  wronged  by  four  callow  young  men 
and,  deceased  but  not  decomposed,  she  returns  some 
60  years  later  still  young  and  radiant,  arid  bumps  off 
her  wrong-doers  one  by  one.  Witehv  and  seductive, 
with  a  peculiar,  lingering  gaze,  she  is  shown  as  abso¬ 
lute  dynamite  in  bed.  The  flip  side  of  her  rampant 
sexuality’,  of  course,  is  that  she’s  murderous. 
Montenegro.  This  calculated  whimsy  from  Dusan 
Makavejev  is  billed  by  its  makers  as  a  “high  quality 
comedy  with  popular  -appeal  and  measured 
eroticism.”  The  movie  feels  like  a  product  pieced  to¬ 
gether —  there’s  a  little  sex  (a  naked  Yugoslavian  night¬ 
club  dancer),  a  little  anti-imperialism  (the  plastic 
phallus  the  dancer  cavorts  with  is  mounted  on  a 
sequined  toy  tank,  standard  U.S.  issue),  a  pinch  ol 
symbolism  (name  star  Susan  Anspach  and  a  silent 
working-class  lover  copulate  in  a  trough  of  seeds)  and 
some  arch  Mary  Hartman  dislocated  jokiness  to  round 
things  out.  The  result  is  an  ad  campaign  in  search  ol  a 
movie. 

Making  Mythology  Work  for  You.  State  Senator 
John  "Schmitz  announced  Jiis  candidacy  for  the  U.S. 
Senate  earlier  this  fall  flanked  by  a  life-sized  portrait 
of  Christopher  Reeve  as  Superman,  with  the  senator’s 
own  face  superimposed  over  the  Man  of  Steel’s. 
Schmitz,  an  arch  conservative  who  currently  repre¬ 
sents  Orange  and  San  Diego  Counties,  promised,  in 
essence,  a  return  to  male  supremacy  and  a  caretaker 
mentality  for  the  masses.  If  Superman  can’t  get  us  out 
of  the  mess  we’re  in,  who  could?  ■ 


Movie  bests  for  1981 

Guardian  critic-at-large  Robert  DiMatteo 
has  been  on  the  road  for  much  of  the 
past  year,  accompanying  his  much- ac¬ 
claimed  cabaret  show.  The  Rosy  Black 
Life.  DiMatteo  is  currently  ensconced  in 
New  York  City.  From  that  vantage  point,  he  has  been 
able  to  survey  not  only  the  noise  and  bustle  and  mud- 
colored  snow,  but  the  year’s  array  of  film  releases.

Favorite  pop  music 
records  of  1981 

BRUCE  DANCIS 

The  astounding  popularity  of  Styx,  Journey 
and  REO  Speedwagon  alone  would  Rave 
made  1981  a  depressing  year  in  pop  music. 
But  the  death  of  Bob  Marley  and  the  break¬ 
up  of  Graham  Parker  &  the  Rumour — 
the  premier  reggae  and  rock  performers  of  the  Sev¬ 
enties—  created  a  void  that  may  never  be  filled. 

Mainstream  rock  radio  continued  its  appalling  de¬ 
scent  into  unlistenable  shmaltz  and  Heavy  Metal 
bluster,  with  low- wattage  independents  offering  some 
solace — but  only  if  you’re  fortunate  enough  to  be  able 
to  receive  them  on  your  home  or  car  radio.  Reggae,  to 
my  mind  still  the  most  important  import  since  the 
mid-60s  British  Invasion,  fared  even  more  poorlv  than 
adventurous  rock;  its  existence  on  the  airwaves  re¬ 
mained  confined  largely  to  non-prime-time  hours  on 
small  rock  and  soul  stations. 

But  even  in  a  mediocre  year  such  as  1981,  excel¬ 
lent  pop  music  found  its  way  onto  vinyl.  Here  are  mv 
favorite  records  of  1981: 

1.  BLACK  UHURU:  Red  (Mango).  As  with  Sinsemilla, 
last  year’s  brilliant  U.S.  debut  by  the  reggae  trio  of 
Michael  Rose,  Puma  Jones  and  Duckie  Simpson,  Red 
continues  Black  Uhuru’s  adept  blending  of  minor  key 
melodies,  declamatory  lead  vocals,  rootsy  harmonies 
and  the  state-of-the-art  rhythmic  bottom  of  bassist 
Robbie  Shakespeare  and  drummer  Sly  Dunbar. 

2.  ROSEANNE  CASH:  Seven  Year  Ache  (Columbia). 
It  seems  as  if  one  family  (Cash,  her  husband  Rodney 
Crowell  and  half-sister  Carlene  Carter)  is  single- 
handedly  inaugurating  a  new  wave  of  country  rock. 
The  title  cut  was  deservedly  the  biggest  country/pop 
crossover  tune  of  the  year,  and  the  rest  of  her  songs 
bordered  between  electrifying  and  simply  gorgeous. 

3.  ELVIS  COSTELLO  &  THE  ATTRACTIONS: 
Trust  (Columbia).  Trust  works  where  Costello’s  1981 
homage  to  country  music  classics.  Almost  Blue, 
doesn’t  because  his  edgy  voice  and  go-for-the-jugular 
lyrics  better  suit  a  diversified  rock  format.  On  these  14 
(!)  songs,  his  best  collection  of  material  since  This 
Years'  Model,  Costello  and  band  reveal  an  astonishing 
stylistic  range  and,  for  old  mean  mouth  at  least,  a 
modicum  of  compassion. 

4.  THE  ENGLISH  BEAT:  Wha’ppen  (Sire).  The  most 
musically  imaginative  and  politically  astute  group  to 
come  out  of  Britain’s  late  ’70s  ska  revival  slows  down 
the  pace  on  its  seconcj  album.  The  group’s  fusing  of 
various  Caribbean  rhythms  with  rock  and  soul  forms 
a  perfect  match  with  its  on-target  commentaries  on 
racism,  sexual  politics  and  misguided  patriotism. 

5.  IRON  CITY  HOUSEROCKERS:  Blood  On  The 
Bricks  (MCA).  With  Parker  &  the  Rumour  kaput, 
Bruce  Springsteen  and  Southside  Johnny  touring  or  do¬ 
ing  whatever  it  is  you  do  in  Jersey  when  you’re  not  re¬ 
cording  and  Bob  Seger  seduced  by  Hollywood,  it  was

left  to  Pittsburgh's  Iron  City  Houseroekers  to  make  a 
gritty,  realistic  working- el  ass  rock  album.  The  group’s 
R&  B- based  rock  songs  avoid  didacticism  while  posses¬ 
sing  an  emotional  honesty  and  empathy  whether 
they’re  about  the  steel  mills  shutting  down  or  the  diffi¬ 
culties  in  maintaining  a  decent  relationship. 

6.  IAN  McLAGAN:  Bump  in  the  Night  (Mereurv). 
Just  like  his  back-of-the-stage  performance  as  a  tour¬ 
ing  member  of  the  Rolling  Stones,  keyboardist  Me- 
Lagan’s  second  solo  album  was  too  easily  overlooked. 
But  the  ex- Faces,  ex-Small  Faces  .dvnamo  made  the 
second  best  Stones-style  rock  LP  of  1981,  a  pure  up¬ 
tempo  delight  from  start  to  finish. 

7.  SMOKEY  ROBINSON:  Being  With  You  (Tamla). 
The  youthful  tenor  and  engaging  romanticism  that 
made  this  one  of  Smokey’s  biggest  alltime  hits  seems 
almost  too  fresh  for  a  singer  celebrating  his  25th  scar 
in  show  business.  "You  Are  Forever”  and  the  title  cut 
are  the  most  beautiful  ballads  he's  written  since  “The 
Tracks  Of  My  Tears,”  and  several  other  tunes  come 
close.

while  for  me  in  1981. 

A  few  observations  about  the  year-at-large  are  in 
order.  Compared  with  other  recent  seasons,  there 
were  few  successful  premieres  of  new  full-length 
plays.  Good  new  musicals  were  even  more  scarce: 
Shorenstein-Nederlander  couldn’t  even  come  up  with 
one. 

We  had  fewer  visiting  companies  from  abroad  this 
year,  partly  because  of  the  diminution  of  the  San 
Francisco  International  Theatre  Festival,  which  I 
hope  to  see  revived  with  gusto  in  1982.  And  the 
smaller  commercial  theater  scene  has  not  exactly  been 
booming —  in  fact,  the  fate  of  the  lively  Little  Fox  is 
unsure  not  that  F'rancis  Coppola  has  sold  it,  and  the  On 
Broadway  may  soon  be  dark. 

The  hard  economic  times  are  indeed  in  evidence 
everywhere  and  the  theater  is  no  exception.  But  diffi¬ 
cult  times  also  make  culture  more  important  to  us — 
both  for  escape  and  enlightenment. 

I’m  noticing  that  audiences  are  hipper,  more  criti¬ 
cal  about  what  they  see  and  more  willing  to  take  a 
chance  on  experimental  work  and  plays  dealing  with 
social  issues.  The  theater  audience  also  seems  to  be 
growing  in  size,  at  least  when  there’s  good  work 
around  to  be  seen.  The  success  of  True  West  at  the 
Marines’  Memorial  Theatre  and  The  Way  of  How  at 
the  Herbst  are  exciting  signs  that  shows  can  move  out 
of  the  smaller  theaters  and  find  broader-based  audi¬ 
ences  in  the  larger  ones. 

In  artistic  terms,  it  wasn’t  the  best  or  the  worst  of 
times.  There  certainly  were  stretches  when  going  to 
the  theater  seemed  like  the  least  appealing  way  I  could 
spend  an  evening.  Happily,  there  were  other  times 
that  vindicated  the  whole  crazy  business,  reminding 
me  once  again  that  when  theater  works  it’s  an  irre¬ 
placeable  high. 

One  final  caveat.  As  Robert  Chesley  noted  last 
year,  no  two  people  can,  between  them,  cover  all  the 
shows  that  open  around  here.  Obviously,  it’s  harder 
when  just  one  person  is  trying  to  do  it.  I’m  sure  1 
missed  some  good  work  along  the  way.  to  my  regret.  I 
can  only  hope  I’ll  catch  the  artists  who  were  responsi¬ 
ble  during  their  next  go-arounds. 

Theatrical  bouquets  for  1981  goto: 

Factwino  Meets  the  Moral  Majority,  an  upbeat, 
funny,  trenchant  look  at  life  in  Reaganland  by  the  San 
Francisco  Mime  Troupe.  The  show  featured  won¬ 
derful  performances  by  Shabaka  (as  wino-turned- 
superman)  and  the  entire  ensemble,  and  a  terrific 
script  by  Mime  T roupe  writer  Joan  Holden. 

Kenna  Hunt’s  funny,  poignant  performance  in  the 
San  Francisco  Repertory  production  of  Home  by 
David.  Storey.  You  could  feel  how  much  her  feet 
ached,  and  how  close  her  giddy  laughter  was  to  tears.

The  best  Stones  album  since  Exile  On  Main 
Street  features  Keith’s  and  Woody’s  revitalized  guitar 
riffs,  the  always  superb  rhythm  section  of  Charlie 
Watts  and  Bill  Wyman,  and  less  obnoxious  than  usual 
vocals  by  whatshisname.

But  af¬ 
ter  a  while  vocalist  Debora  Iyall’s  disturbing  com¬ 
mentaries  on  the  pain  that  accompanies  romance  and 
bassist  Frank  Zincavage’s  and  guitarist  Peter  Woods’ 
cold- but  hauntingly  beautiful  music  leave  a  lasting 
impression. 

10.  BUNNY  WAILER:  Rock  ’n'  Groove  (Solomonic). 
Although  the  sadness  over  Bob  Marley’s  death  con¬ 
tinues  unabated,  the  year-end  release  of  Rock  V 
Groove  by  his  former  singing  partner-  does  much  to 
ease  the  pain.  In  part  this  is  because  Bunny  Wailer’s 
voice  eerily  displays  the  same  tonal  quality  and  intona¬ 
tion  as  Marley’s,  but  mostly  it’s  due  to  his  recording 
eight  breathtaking  songs  that  show  the  depth  and

The  Looney  Looney  Looney 
Bugs  Bunny  Movie 

Are  you  one  of  those  who. 
though  well  over  voting  age, 
still  sneaks  an  occasional  Sat¬ 
urday  morning  half-hour  Bugs 
Bunny  fix?  If  only  three  times 
as  much  of  Bugs  meant  three 
limes  as  much  enjoyment,  you'd 
be  ecstatic  over  Fritz  Freleng's 
full-length  feature,  but  it  doesn't 
quite  work  that  way.  This  old- 
and-new  relrospective  is  divid¬ 
ed  into  three  parts:  slapstick, 
cops  and  robbers,  and  the  Os¬ 
wald  Awards.  Throughout.  Bugs 
slyly  bugs  Yosemite  Sam  and 
Daffy  (you're  desP/Cable  )  Duck 
while  caged  Tweetie  Pie  is  all 
too  right  in  anxiously  assuming 
"I  taut  I  taw  a  puddy  tat"  as 
Sylvester,  that  sly  puss,  lurks 
below.  And  for  the  first  hour. 
Bugs'  exploits  with  those  worthy 
knights  Sir  Osis  of  Liver  and 
Sir  Loin  of  Beef,  his  adventures 
as  Elegant  Mess,  and  other  in¬ 
spired  antics  of  the  characters 
created  by  Freleng  and  the  late 
Chuck  Jones  are  a  delight,  but 
the  last  third  begins  to  bug  the 
audience  instead  so  that,  sad¬ 
ly,  the  classic  "That's  All, 
Folks"  signoff  comes  almost 
as  a  relief.  (Alexandria,  SF) 

The  Aviator’s  Wile 
Those  enamored  of  Eric  Roh¬ 
mer’s  miniaturist  approach  to 
film  and  his  preoccupation  with 
long  verbal  exchanges  will  find 
much  to  admire  in  his.  latest- 
work.  For  those  who  are  not 
there  are  other  rewards.  They 


all  come  in  the  form  of  1 7-year- 
old  Anne-Laure  Meury  who 
plays  a  15-year-old  schoolgirl 
with  such  magical  enchantment 
it's  impossible  to  tear  your  eyes 
away  from  her.  She  befriends 
20-year-old  Philippe  Marlaud 
who  is  single-mindedly  enam¬ 
ored  of  indifferent,  self-absorbed 
25-year-old  Marie  Riviere.  She, 
in  turn,  is  having  problems 
with  her  married  aviator  lover. 
Marlaud  sees  them  together, 
jealously  follows  the  flyer,  and 
meets  Meury  who  insists  on 
helping  him.  Too  bad  that  this 
typical  Rohmer  world  of  small 
misunderstandings  doesn't  allow 
Marlaud  to  really  appreciate 
Meury  until  it's  too  late.  (Cento 
Cedar,  SF) 

Body  and  Soul 

It's  hard  to  say  which  this  mov¬ 
ie  has  less  of.  Leon  Isaac  Ken¬ 
nedy  plays  an  initially  unsym¬ 
pathetic  young  black  who  does 
a  complete  character  turnaround 
and  gives  up  a  hinted-at  medical 
career  for  the  fight  circuit  to 
pay  the  bills  for  his  sickle-cell- 
anemia-stricken  kid  sister,  who, 
incidentally,  is  a  better  actor 
than  he  is.  Reporter  Jayne  Ken¬ 
nedy  is  assigned  to  cover  his 
career,  and  both  it  and  his  in¬ 
volvement  with  her  rocket  to 
the  top  before  you  can  say  "Fix" 
—  time  certainly  does  fly  when 
you're  having  fun.  During  the 
ludicrously  un-Rocky  rise  no 
one  lays  a  glove  on  Kennedy: 
he's  now  Leon  the  Lover,  red 
roses,  mink  coat,  Rolls  Royce, 


call  girls  (Pussy  Willow??)  and 
all,  with  Muhammad  Ali  and 
Peter  Lawford  helping  and  hin¬ 
dering  along  the  unbelievable 
way.  A  strong  contender  in  it¬ 
self  for  the  ten  worst  films  ot 
1981 .  (St.  Francis,  SF) 

The  Woman  Next  Door 
French  films,  however  small  in 
scope,  seem  to  have  a  habit  of 
really  hooking  you  if  you  iden¬ 
tify  with  their  particular  situa¬ 
tion.  So  it  may  be  with  this 
Truffaut  film  in  which  Gerard 
Depardieu  is_  happily  married 
until  long-ago  lover  Fanny  Ar- 
dant  and  her  husband  move 
next  door.  Very  obviously  Ardanl 
has  not  forgotten  their  stormy 
ardor,  and  pursues  a  provoca¬ 
tive  "yes.  yes"  course  while 
maintaining  "no  no"  conversa¬ 
tion  and  vice  versa.  The  flame 
of  passion  is  rekindled,  but  as  * 
Depardieu's  involvement  waxes, 
her's  wanes  and  again  vice  ver¬ 
sa,  none  of  it  the  stuff  of  which 
memorable  drama  is  made  with 
the  exception  of  one  cath¬ 
artic  scene  in  which  the  oddly 
restrained  Depardieu  publicly 
wrestles  Ardant  to  the  ground. 
Throughout  it  all  Depardieu's 
wile  remains  positively  saintly, 
even  though  lo  uninvolved  eyes 
there  doesn't  seem  enough 
here  to  justify  it  or  the  tragic 
ending  Apropos  ot  nothing, 
when  was  the  last  time  you 
saw  someone  swoon  over  a  kiss 
in  the  20th  century?

What  a  cast!  Melvyn  Douglas,

Neighbors 

If  you  live  in  a  cul-de-sac  and 
your  new  only-neighbors-in-the- 
block  move  in  in  the  middle  of 
the  night,  better  be  prepared 
for  something  a  bit  bizarre.  But 
there's  been  nothing  to  warn 
very  straitlaced  John  Belushi 
and  wife  Kathryn  Walker  about 
Dan  Aykroyd  and  Cathy  Moriar- 


ty  When  Moriarty,  singularly 
unaware  of  Emily  Post,  drapes 
herself  around  the  Belushi  front 
door  around  midnight,  she  hasn't 
come  to  borrow  a  cup  of  vodka, 
she  and  Aykroyd  have  come  to 
take  over,  which  they  do  in 
very  short  order.  All  of  which 
was  very  cleverly  motivated 
in  Thomas  Berger's  book  be¬ 
cause  it  was  written  from  in¬ 
side  the  Belushi  character's 
head,  so  that  his  conversion 
tochaos  made  sense.  Here  the

Sharky’s  Machine 

A  Burt  Reynolds  movie  with  no 
car  crashes?  An  intelligent 
Burt  Reynolds  movie  directed 
and  starred  in  by  said  actor? 
A  serious  Burt  Reynolds  movie? 
Yes,  yes  and  yes  again.  It's 
also  violent  as  Reynolds  plays 
an  undercover  cop  who's  blown 
his  cover  and  been  demoted 
to  the  vice  squad,  situated 
symbolically  in  the  cellar  depths 
of  police  headquarters.  He's, 
assigned  to  watch  classy  call 
girl  Rachel  Ward  who's  involved 
with  running-for-governor-on-

But  Reynolds 
has  interspersed  the  violence 
with  revealing  little  vignettes 
that  humanize  his  men;  the  act¬ 
ing,  dialogue,  cinematography 
and  suspense  are  excellent, 
all  of  which  combine  to  make 
Machine  a  smoothly  working 
piece  that  is  very  well  oiled 
indeed.

Pennies  From  Heaven 

What  hath  Herbert  Ross  wrought? 
Is  it  a  spoof  of  the  acclaimed 
six-mrt  1978  BBC  series  of  the 
sarrte  name?  That's  the  only 
excuse  for  Steve  Martin's  aw¬ 
fulness  in  this  dual-personali- 
tied  picture  that  poses  the  pov¬ 
erty  of  the  Depression  against 
lavish  dream-world  dance  pro¬ 


duction  "number's  He'£  fhe  only 
one  totally  out  of  synch  with 
the  movie's  mood,  which  makes 
him  singularly  responsible  for 
its  ruin.  He  plays  a  sheet-music 
salesman  married  to  no-sex- 
please-l'm-a-nice-girl  wife  Jes¬ 
sica  Harper  On  the  road,  he 
makes  more  than  music  with 
virginal  schoolteacher  Berna¬ 
dette  Peters  and  gets  her  preg¬ 
nant,  whereupon  she  turns  into 
a  prostitute  with  Christopher 
Walken  as  her  pimp.  The  good 
news  is  that  Martin  is  sent  to 
the  gallows  for  a  crime  he  didn't 
commit  (the  only  one  in  this  mov¬ 
ie)  and  even  Peters  and  two  or 
three  first-rate  production  num¬ 
bers  can't  save  Pennies  From 
Heaven  from  being  cent  to  the 
other  place.
